"We have had, during these four 
years, fine words, lofty conferenc­ 
es, and high sounding phrases about 
education,” he said.

Gives Three-Point Program 
Stevenson sketched this three- 
point program in his 30 -minute 
talk: 
1. Formation of a "national edu­ 
cational policy,” on a level with 
the country’s foreign or defense 
policies. 
2. Federal money for school con­ 
struction and to help meet the 
shortage of teachers. 
3. A thorough investigation of a 
national plan of college loans or 
scholarships. 
The candidate said such pro­ 
grams "don’t come free, or even 
cheap.” 
"But I would say this: First, the 
costs of these programs are not 
nearly so large as their opponents 
will try to pretend,” be said. 
“Sec­ 
ond, I think every dollar invested 
in a child’s education will be re­ 
paid — with interest — in his in­ 
creased productivity as a member 
of the American Society and econ­ 
omy,” he said. 
Cites Equality 
"I am completely convinced that 
the nation which can afford the 
best automobiles, the brightest tel­ 
evision sets and the biggest air­ 
craft carriers in the world can also 
afford the best” schools,” he con­ 
tinued. 
"Indeed we cannot afford to be 
pennywise, 
and 
people 
foolish.” 
Stevenson added that it was a "bas­ 
ic assumption” of his program that 
all schoolchildren would be "treat­ 
ed as completely equal, regardless 
of race or creed or color or eco­ 
nomic condition.”

and 
improving rapidly” at St. John’s 
Hospital here, which he entered 
about two weeks ago for a check­ 
up and minor surgery. 
He is ex­ 
pected to leave the hospital in 
about a week 
His office reported its overall 
balance of $2,280,948 left from the 
1955-57 appropriation of $7,134,312 
would be enough to meet all obli­ 
gations, but under existing law re­ 
funds from one account cannot be 
transferred to another. 
“ It appears it will be necessary 
to defer payment of certain obli­ 
gations in order to operate the 
office through the end of the cal­ 
endar year, or until transfer can 
be authorized by the next general 
assembly,” the report said.

The 60-year-old Somoza succumb­ 
ed to the effects of the multiple 
gunshot wounds at the U. S.-op- 
crated Gorgas Hospital at 4:09 a. 
rn. CST. 
His death came unexpectedly, 
j since he had been reported recov­ 
ering from the effects of the four 
j shots pumped into him at the Nic­ 
araguan city of Leon on the night 
| of Sept. 21. 
However, Col. Charles O. Bruce, 
health chief of the Canal Zone, 
said Somoza's condition took a tu n 
for the worse Friday night 
He 
said an increased decline began 
shortly after midnight 
Five hour* 
later, the Nicaraguan chief execu- 
, live died. 
Bruce ascribed death to general 
fatigue of the body and Somon'a 
inability to make a recovery from 
his very serious injuries. 
President Eisenhower expressed 
regret over Somoza's patting, and 
the White House announced that 
, the President ana Mrs, Eisenhow­ 
er had sent a special message el 
condolence to Somoza’s widow. 
In a statement Mr. Eisenhower 
said: 
"The nation and I personally 
regret the death of President So- 
I moza of Nicaragua as a result cd 
; the dastardly attack made upon 
him several days ago by an m w - 
I sin.

A week ago Friday night, Somo- 
za and his wife were attending a 
party in his honor at the Casa Del 
Obrero, a workers’ dub in Leon, 
45 miles north of Managua. 


While the guests were dandng, 
a man walked up to Somoza, pulled 
out a .38 caliber pistol and opened 
fire. 
At least three bullets struck 
the president. 
The assassin, 27-year-old Rigo* 
beno Lopez Perez, was killed on 
the spot by the president’s body­ 
guard. 
He had publicly proclamied his 
hatred for Somoza and apparently 
acted on his own. 
There was no 
sign of organized revolutionary ac­ 
tivity. 
But the Nicaraguan go* 
ernment immediately took emer­ 
gency measures and ordered the 
arrest of about 250 persons, many 
of whom later were released. 
Somoza was flown to Albrook 
Field early last Sunday morning 
and 
taken 
to 
Gorgaa Hospital. 
There he was operated on by a sui* 
gical team headed by Mat Gen. 
Leonard D. Heaton, head (rf Walter 
Reed Hospital in Washington and 
the man who operated on President 
Eisenhower for ileitis cartier thin 
year.

A grass waterway to carry ex 
cess rainfall off a sloping field is

sion agricultural engineer at the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture 
For gully control, shape a wide, 
shallow channel in place of the 
gully with a plow or a grader 
Disk and roll the channel and then 
put on plenty of plant food. 
Test 
the soil first to find out how much 
lime, phosphorus, potash and ni- 
j trogen the soil needs. 
Before seeding it’s a good idea to 
put on a starter fertilizer. 
Apply 
I 200 pounds of 10-20-0 or 400 pounds 
of 10-10-10 an acre for a starter. 
You can also improve the soil if 
you can disk in strawy manure 
I for a mulch. 
Seed a mixture of 8 pounds of < 
timothy and 6 pounds of redtop 1 
or 25 pounds of tall fescue an acre 
in the fall. 
After the grass is established 
I next year, it will be a good idea 
| to clip and take off the hay, Muir 
heid says.

Your well may be in con­ 
tact with a perched w ater table 
or some other restricted w ater sup­ 
ply which cannot refill a t fast as 
the water is being used. 
In order to pump water the year 
’round, a well must have a large 
enough reservoir of ground w ater 
to insure a supply, even during 
long periods of sparse rainfall 
To 
maintain this underground reser­ 
voir, it must have a means of sup­ 
ply or recharging. If it is not able 
to refill, says Shaffer, it is like 
pumping w ater (jut of a cistern. 
A farm w ell's/reservoir may be 
either above the>bedrock or ac­ 
tually in the bedrock Shaffer point­ 
ed out. 
In either cafe an artesian 
well may exist, where w ater is 
under pressure and the w-ater in 
the well rises above the point of 
contact. 
lf the well is in the unconsolidat­ 
ed m aterial or mantel above the 
bedrock, it will be supplied by 
ground water. 
Factors such as 
rate of rainfall, 
surface 
slope, 
amount of vegetation, and porosity 
of surface m aterials control the 
amount of rain that will become 
available ground water. 
Test drilling is the most reliable 
method for determing subsurface 
conditions. 
The samples obtain­ 
ed will indicate the conditions that 
exist. 
Sand and gravel deposits, 
for example, are often excellent 
reservoirs for ground w ater 
Sam ­ 
ples from your present well may 
provide helpful information. 
Every supply of ground w ater is 
limited to some extent, and cer­ 
tain steps may be necessary to 
insure a continuous, adequate sup­ 
ply of water. 
First, adopt w ater 
saving practices, especially during 
dry periods, to reduce the burden 
on a limited water supply. It may 
also be necessary to locate addi­ 
tional sources of supply. Such wells 
may recharge a dwindling fupply.

Since forty five of the forty-eight 
states do have Financial Responsi­ 
bility Laws, it is readily apparent 
to any automobile owner that it is 
extremely important that his com­ 
pany be able to make an immedi­ 
ate filing of the required insurance 
certificate in case he has an acci­ 
dent.

But if your company is not 
licensed in that state, it must enter 
into special negotiations with the 
Secretary of State which may take 
from a week to two weeks to con­ 
summate. 
All this time %you are 
incarcerated and your automobile 
is impounded unless you person­ 
ally comply with the state’s Finan­ 
cial Responsibility Law by filling 
a large cash bond or filing other 
collateral securities.
